Over Sltf.UOO.UtW Will bo Faltl tu

AtiMKuTox, June 8.—Vr'itbiu a year 


from July 1, the treasury department 
will pay to citizens of the United Statin 
butween 812.000.0CO aud $15,000,000 as 
bounty for raising eugar. This cum 
will be disbursed iu Tarious portions of 
the conntry. The most o! it will go to 
Louiuiuna for the production of cnuu 
sugar. 
Over 81,000,000 .still bo paid to 


tho farmers iu New England otates. New 
Tork, Ohio, Illinois and the North 
wentern elates for the production of 
sugar from maple asp. A large sum 
will be distributed in K»neas, Nebraska, 
Lowa and California famong those who 
make sugar from beeto aud sorghum 
cane. 
The distribution of such a great 


aum ol money among BO many people 
so widely separated, and tbo pains that 
must be taken to prevent fraud upon tho 
government, will be au undertaking of 
considerable maguitnde. 
Every onuoe 


of Uio millions of pounds of BUgor pro- 
duced must be weighed and simples of 
it tested and ^inspected by government 
inspectors, who will be Bppomted for 
that purpose. This work will bo tlouo 
under the direction of tho internal 
revenue bureau of the treasury depart- 
ment, and will be conducted with ene-h 
thoroughness and system AS to prevent 
and detect fraud.

sugar is authorized by tho tariff law, 
commonly known as tho MoKinley bill.
